Conventionally, autonK,hile doors, when spmyed m situ in tt^e door 
surround, are n«sked by a self-adhesive W n^ strip or tape which is adhered 

around the sumM^c^ the door being GBcn Closed on it to trap the strip so as to prev^^ 
mgressofspraypaim into the automobUe interior. If two coats - primer and top coat - 
a«lo be^plied. bestpractice requires that the mask be peeled off and any hard edges 
ofpr«nerx«bbed down beforere-maskiagand top coat plication. A problem arises, 
>vh«i pimier and t<v coats ate being ^hed, in that on sutfices withm 
the edge of the door and the smxound. the area covered by the primer is not necessarily 
the same as that covered ly the top coal; which leaves an untidy appearance. 

As tiie tapered edge of the tape, whi<A is effectively the sealing portion 
thereof being, when closed on, between the smiound and the door or other 

member rim. has no adhesive, it can readily be adjusted - the trying action leaving 
scope for manual adjustment ^ere the foam mi^pioject too fer out of the gap, or not 

ferenou^ ^ole «qx)sed surfece is absorbent and causes no hard ed^^ 

formation, saving a rubbing-down operation v*ich is lime consuming.

Typical values for A and B are 25mm and 10mm respectfully. 

The. adhesive 15 is confined to a thin sti:q> along one fece of the tape 11 

having the major dimension A Tbe strip may be, say, 2mm in from the edge and some 
8mm wide.
